SENATE REFUSES 
10 LIMIT DEBATE 


51 to 37 Vote Against 
Gag Rule Believed To 
Spell Lynch Bill Doom. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 27.—(/)— 
The senate’s confirmed dislike for 
limiting the length of its members’ 
speeches proved a mountainous 
barrier to tthe anti-lynching bill 
today. 

The chamber voted é6verwhelm- 
ingly, 51 to’ 37, against limiting 
debate drastically and thus end 
the effort of southern senators to 
talk the bill to death. 

Senator. Barkley, of Kentucky, 


acknowledged it would be impos- 
sible to obtain a final vote on the 
anti-lynch measure. He told the 
senate he would call upon advo- 
cates of the legislation shortly to 
decide whether they wanted to 
continue debating it or take up 
some other legislation. 
. Home-Building Bill Next. 
Then Senator Wagner, Demo- 
crat, New. York, a co-author of the 
bill to penalize officers permitting 
lynechings and counties in which 
they occur, anfiounced he would 
call for senate action Monday on 
the administration’s proposal to 
stimulate home-building. 
Southern senators generally said 
they were confident that their 
fight against the anti-lynch bill 
had been won and that it soon 
would be laid aside. 
But Wagner declared: “I shall 
stand firmly for the passage of 
this legislation’ so long as a ma- 
jority of the senators who believe 
in this legislation stand with me.” 
Fail To Get Majority. 
Although, concededly, the anti- 
lynch. bill itself commands a clear 
majority of senate votes, shutting 
off debate proved an entirely dif- 
ferent question.

“outside” chief executive; aboli- 
tion of the existing law commit- 
tee, which has been regarded as 
the real policy-making body of 
the exchange, and admission of 
representatives of the general 
public to the board of governors.

3. Six governors to represent 
non-member or member partners 
of exchange firms having their 
principal business outside New 
York city. 

4. Terms of governors would be 
three years, and they would be 
ineligible to succeed themselves 
after serving two terms, except 
after an interval of at least one

Called Falls View bridge be-

The crash occurred soon after 
engineers had completed a pre- 
liminary survey of the bridge.

One of the high- 
flung steel arch “cords”—power- 
ful curved girders which  sup-~ 
ported the bridge in its leap from 
the United States to Canada—had 
been pushed off its 
foundation and was resting only 
on ice. - 


After the plunge part of the 
bridge appeared to be buried in 
ice or in water, and part remain- 
ed sprawled like a giant skeleton 
on top of the floes. 


The “Honeymoon Bridge” was 
the second arch to crash at the 
same point. An earlier bridge was 
blown into the gorge during a 
windstorm in 1889, 


Forrest Winch, construction 
worker, told tonight how he was 
taking a measurement of stress at 
the base of the bridge when it 
began to collapse. 


Left behind as “rear guard” of 
a crew that had been called away 
an hour before, Winch said he was 
checking rivet holes when he heard 
a rivet “snap” on the downstream 


side. 
Structure Quivers. 

“IT looked up and saw the whole 
structure quivering,” he continued. 

“I started running, and when I 
was about 50 feet away I looked 
back and saw the whole thing just 
crumble and fall straight down. 

“The blast of air that came with 
the crash nearly knocked me 
down. 

“The noise as it fell wasn’t loud; 
something like timber “racking.” 

Winch said that throughout the 
day “rivets snapped every little 
while,” and that he noted a con- 
stant shifting through displace- 
ment of rivet holes, which he 
marked with a pencil.

In the face of opposition, Milli- 
can withdrew his proposal but de- 
clared he would introduce another 
amendment, affecting only Fulton 
county, to restrict the sale of 
liquor to the inner fire limits of 
Atlanta. This will be voted on 
today. 

Before noon, the wets. and drys 
alike combined to beat down the 
proposal of Senator Aultman, of 
Peach county, that the provision 
allowing manufacture of whisky 
from fruits be stricken. This pro- 
vision was specifically requested 
by a number of peach growers at 
a public hearing. They declared it 
would be the salvation of the 
peach producer. 

Wholesale License Raised. 

Millican sought to increase from 
$1,000 to $2,500 the license fee of 
manufacturers, but was unsuc- 
cessful.

Noted Surgeon Opposes Removing 
Spinal Fluid by Lumbar Puncture 


Dr. Ernest Sachs, of St. Louis, Speaking at Graduate 
Medical Assembly, Says Death Often Follows 
Such Withdrawals. 


Opposition to removing cerebro- 
spinal fluid by lumbar puncture, 
a widespread and common practice 
in hospitals and among medical 
men in diagnosis and treatment of 
head injuries, was expressed here 
last night by Dr. Ernest Sachs, 
distinguished St. Louis brain sur- 
geon. 

Dr. Sachs said he did not per- 
mit the procedure in his clinic, 
feeling that the hazard of death 
was too great. 

Several doctors who heard the 
statement said they did not see 
hazards in lumbar puncture, point- 
ing out that death occurs rarely 
if the procedure is cautiously fol- 
lowed, and that certain diagnostic 
facts can only be obtained by ex- 
amination of spinal fluid. 

Speaking at the night session of 
the first annual Atlanta Graduate 
Medical Assembly, held under aus- 
pices of the Fulton County Med- 
ical Society in the Biltmore hotel, 
Dr. Sachs, who is professor of 
neuro-surgery at Washington Uni- 
versity, said: 

“T am very much opposed to 
removing cerebro-spinal fluid by 
lumbar puncture. Death often fol- 


lows such withdrawals. The me- 
chanics that occur causes respira- 
‘tion to fail.” 

He explained that “the cerebel- 
lum sinks down into the foramen 
magnum and presses on the me- 
dulla and interferes with respira- 
tion.” ° 

In simpler terms, when a needle 
is injected into the spinal canal, 
pressure is released, and this 
tends for the lower part of the 


brain to jam down into the spinal 
canal. 

Dr. Sachs also stated that “all 
head injuries are not to be treat- 
ed lightly,” saying, “what makes 
them serious is what happens to 
the brain, not what happens to 
‘the bone.” He advocated rest in 
bed for any person who suffers 
even a mild blow on the head. 

Dr. Marion <A. Blankenhorn. 
professor of medicine at the Uni- 
versity of Cincinnati. College of 
Medicine, spoke on “Diagnosis and 
Treatment of Pellagra.” 

He told about experiments with 
100 pellagra patients recently in a 
Birmingham hospital, and said 
that “early diagnosis is impor- 
tant.”

On March 2 Fulton county Democrats will 
go to the polls to nominate candidates for 
county offices. This, of course, is tantamount 
to election. The nominees selected on that date 
will not take office, however, until January I, 
1939. 

Despite protests by the Fulton grand jury, 
by the League of Women Voters, by the Senior 
and Junior Chambers of Commerce and by 
other organizations, the county Democratic 
committee sé the primary ten months in ad- 
vance of the new terms of those to be nomi- 
nated. 

At the same time, however, they provided 
for a referendum vote, on the same date, by 
which the voters may express their preference 
for early or late primaries. 

The evil of an early primary lies principally 
in the tendency for many voters to ignore it 


and stay away from the polls. This time, espe- _ 


cially in view of the referendum, it is essential 
that a heavy vote be cast. Every citizen in- 
terested in better county government will be 
recreant to his duty if he does not cast his 
ballot in the referendum. 

Officeholders invariably prefer an early pri- 
mary because they are much more likely to 
retain their jobs if the primary is held when 
interest has not been aroused in public matters. 

When early primaries are held, most of the 
voters do not have opportunity to become fa- 
miliar with the issues involved. In fact, many 
of the issues do not devélop until after the 
early primary is over and it is thus too late for 
the voters to register their stand. 

On the other hand, the votes controlled by 
the officeholding group are cast 100 per cent. 
All the employes and hangers-on, their fami- 
lies and friends, all the “influenced vote” is 
cast. Thus the smaller the vote outside of this 
controlled group, the more sure it is that the 
officeholders will triumph. 

There is no criticism, by opponents of the 
early primary, of the abilities or records of 
present officeholders in Fulton county. That 
question does not enter into the controversy. 
But the simple fact remains that an early pri- 
mary gives them an unfair advantage over 
other candidates. At the same time, they are 
taking unfair advantage of the voters by seek- 
ing unnecessarily early re-election, regardless 
of undeveloped issues Or other factors vitally 
affecting the future of county affairs. 

Fulton county is faced with the opportunity, 
on March 2, of wiping out the early primary 
system with all its attendant evils. That is 
why it is essential that the citizens who vote 
as they please, who really express the will of 
the majority, must go to the polls on that date. 

Otherwise, the controlled vote will again 
elect its hand-picked candidates and will de- 
feat the proposal for late primaries in future 
years.

There are plain, self-evident lessons to be 
learned from this data. 

Every motorist and every pedestrian should 
remember that the early night hours carry the 
greatest peril. The constant care needed for 
safety on modern streets should be made even 
more intense at these hours. For self-protec- 
tion, as well as for the safety of others, every- 
one using the streets in afiy way should strive 
to acquire an added alertness at the hours when 
danger is greatest. : ve 

The statement that pedestrians are largely 
to blame for many accidents is verified by sta- 
tistics from other cities. The jaywalker, the 
person who steps into the flow of traffic from 
behind some obstruction to driving vision, the 
dreamer who forgets or ignores traffic lights 
and other rules of safety, too frequently pays 
with his own life and with the lives of others 
for his criminal unconcern. 

That drunken drivers are responsible for a 
high proportion of accidents is a recognized 
fact. While Georgia permits liquor to be sold, 
right and left, by bootleggers outside the law, 
with no effective means of regulating and con- 
trolling the liquor traffic, this condition will 
remain. Legalization of liquor sales would 
make possible an effective check on consumers 
and control of their driving. The man or 
woman who has consumed alcohol should not 


attempt to drive a car at all until sufficient | 


time has elapsed for the effects of the ‘liquor 
to have completely passed away. 

Saturday and Sunday are dangerous days 
because there is more congestion of traffic and 
because a higher proportion of those additional 
drivers are less expert at the wheel. ‘ 

All of which sums up into a warning that, 
if traffic accidents are to be reduced, there 
must be greater care in the early evenings, on 
Saturdays and Sundays and at all times by 
pedestrians. And there must be some form of 
liquor control to reduce the drinking driver 
menace. 


A FRIENDLY GESTURE 


Great Britain is to formally establish the 
greatest naval base the world has ever seen, 
at Singapore. A squadron of United States 
warships is now en route to that port to take 
part in the program as a friendly gesture from 
this nation to the other great English speaking 
democracy. 


It is perhaps unnecessary to point out con- 
notations of this participation by the United 
States navy in the Singapore event. Suffice 
it to remind that Singapore is, admittedly, in- 
tended as a warning to Japan that she had 
better not contemplate any overt actions 
against the British empire. Singapore is the 
keystone of the British defensive structure in 
the east, frankly designed to protect Australia, 


New Zealand, India and other British domains 


from Japan. 


It ig reported that, although practically all 
of the Singapore armament is necéssarily se- 
cret, there never has been a place in the history 
of the world so perfectly equipped, so marvel- 
ously perfected as the center of a far-flung 
naval power. 

Publicly the visit of the United States war 
vessels is described as merely a friendly gesture, 
coming as a surprise even to Britain. It is 
hardly likely, however, that such a significant 
event could happen withott some form of invi- 
tation. Perhaps it is wise not. to admit collab- 
oration, in view of the fact that no other power 
was asked to be present at the ceremonies.

Jersey City is the Wall Street of 
the horse gambling business, with 
many offices in daily operation, 
and the pressure of money from 
‘the bourse is able to make and 
control prices almost instantane- 
ously at horse parks *thousands of 
miles away. | 

For example, if a Jersey City 
operator finds himself unable to 
lay off with other operators else- 
where a bet which he does not 
want to handle alone, he wires the 
track at which the race is being 
run, just before post time, dumps 
a load of money into the mutuel 
machines through an agent on the 
grounds and hammers down. the 
odds so that his loss, if he should 
lose the bet, will be reduced to 
convenient size. . | 

The man who is reputed to be 
the greatest single operator on the 
Jersey City Exchange was once a 
waiter in New, York, but is now 
regarded as a millionaire. How- 
ever, the business is not a mo- 
nopoly, and many New York book- 
makers’ clerks find employment 
on the horse bourse during the 
months when the steeds are not 
running on the New York tracks.

Is Huge and mysterious, but 
its existence has been a matter of 
common knowledge in the sport 
business for years, and there is 
no doubting that the volume is 
such as to beggar the daily handle 
of such tracks as Hialeah, Nar- 
ragansett and Santa Anita. 

Inasmuch as it is a known fact, 
acknowledged by the horse busi- 
ness, that notorious racketeers 
with criminal records and under- 
world connections are permitted to 
operate horse tracks, it is not un- 
thinkable that some of the brokers 
holding seats on the Jersey City 
Exchange may also be silent part- 
ners in some of the tracks. In that 
case they would possess a strong 
advantage over the customers who 
place bets with them. 

In years past both St. Paul and 
Toledo were notorious havens for 
criminals who were permitted to 
rest and spend their money in 
those cities under police protection 
on condition that they refrain from 
professional operations. Jersey 
City offers similar hospitality. to 
horse brokers who come properly. 
sponsored, although, of course, 
there is no requirement that they 
cease operations, Driven out of 
other cities or harassed by un- 
regulated executions and raids, 
they may settle down in Jersey 
City and do business in security 
and dignity, with profit to them- 
selves and to those who guarantee 
their freedom from molestation. 


Lucrative The immensity of this 

phase of Jersey City’s 
Racket commercial life is so 
well known to politicians and per- 
sons in the gambling business that 
it seems frivolous to speculate on 
other sources. from which some 
Jersey statesmen derive income 
obviously much in excess of their 
known pay. 

The horse bourse is a protected 
racket handling millions of dollars, 
and it would not exist for an hour 
if the local administration were 
not interested in its preservation. 
In adition to the more obvious 
temptation of a percentage or a 
flat license fee there is also the 
interesting business chance pro- 
vided by the landlord who rents 
office space to a member of the 
bourse at a rate roughly compar- 
able to that charged in other cities 
for premises used as brothels, The 
landlord-can afford to be liberal to 
the political leaders. 

Jersey City is rather proud of 
her reputation for cleanliness as 
regards commercialized vice. Her 
leaders are of the type who have 
an honest destestation for any man 
who would make a dollar off a 
woman, but even if they were less 
fastidious the vice racket would 
be hardly worth the bother with 
the horse racket so well organized 
and so lucrative. 

An organization with a private 
little Wall Street grinding away in 
its behalf under effective regula- 
tion and iron discipline can well 
afford to reject with pious scorn 
any part of the money which a

NEW YORK—Not long ago Sig- 
nor Mussolini received a delega- 
tion, of Catholic prelates and 
priésts who had won prizes in the 
drive to increase the 
grain output of the Italian king- 
dom. The Roman newspapers now 
arriving in this country which 
carry the report of the reception, 
make it appear that the function 
was of far greater importance 
than the brief mention in UP and 
AP dispatches may have led us to 
believe. For the celebration show- 
ed, not only that:the breach be- 
tween state and church in Italy 
is completely healed, but that the 
Vatican and the Palazzo Venezia 
are now closely’ collaborating 
This is of the greatest importance 
in international affairs, for the 
Vatican is unquestionably as much 
a power of moral authority for 
millions of people as the Komin- 
tern let us say, although its ob- 
jectives are diametrically opposed 
to those of Moscow.

Most of them came from the high 
schools (not to be confused with 

our own high school eat. 
Most of the leaders of the present 
day have had some high school, 
or folk school, training. Back of 
it all is the influence of that old 
prophet, Grundtvig. 

In Niels Bukh’s great school, 
which has grown from 1920 and 
a single building to 1938 and a 
plant valued at almost a half mil- 
lion dollars, I talked with the 
great old man himself and saw 
him teach a class in gymnastics. 
He had that idea. Years ago he 
saw farmer boys becoming bent 
with the labor of the farm, neg- 
lecting their bodies. Niels Bukh 
had been sailor, farmer, teacher. 
He opened his own school near 
Ollerup, which is no more than a 
whistle stop would be in Amer- 
ica. Remember that in 1920 he 
began with almost nothing, doing 
the work himself. 


TOLD TO CARRY 
OUT OWN IDEA 


The state says ‘this: “You have 
an idea. All right, it is your idea. 
You want to start a school? Start 
it. If it is useful we will give you 
some financial aid—when you have 
proved it useful. There will be no 
strings to it. We may not agree 
with all you are doing, but if you 
are doing something which im- 
proves Denmark, we will aid you.” 

Sixty such schools receive aid 
today. Niels Bukh’s is one. But 
it uses this aid to assist students 
who otherwise could not attend. 
In its halls in summer one may 
hear as many as 20 languages. 
There is taught arithmetic, Eng- 
lish, there are lectures, all the in- 
struction of the folk schools, of 
which it is one. But the gym- 
nastics are the chief feature. 

I sat with a class of farmer boys 
learning English. I assisted them 
as they painfully translated: “Each 
summer I visit Uncle John’s farm. 
He has a nice dog. He has cherry 
trees and apple trees.” The usual 
first-reader things. I sat in a lec- 
ture room, watching their rapt 
faces as they heard a lecture on 
one of their nation’s great men. I 
saw them at gymnastics—Niels 
Bukh has’ taken Danish teams 
around the world and on various 
tours to a dozen nations. He is 
about 60 now, but vigorous and 
hale. His school. is a marvel, 
growing as it has in so few years. 

I talked with Bukh and with 
Richard Syberg, of the teaching 
faculty. 


THEY MAKE THEIR 
COMMUNITY BETTER 


“We send them back, co-ordi- 
nated mentally and physically. 
They make their communities bet- 
Remember, there is plenty of 
instruction in agriculture. Re- 
member, these folk schools are not 
just for farmer boys. Remember, 
young men here become aware of 
themselves. They meet here. They 
learn. the value of comradeship 
and of friendship. Many of them 
come from small farms which are 
not close enough to others for 
much companionship. Here they 
meet. Here they know one an- 
other. Here they learn things and 
develop their bodies and a pride 
in them. Did you hear them sing- 


| ing? Did you see their faces?” 


At Askov, I sat in a class of 
Danish literature. Here were 
farmer boys who were 18, 19 and 
20 years old.

They opened with a song, sing- 
ing a poem which had been set to 
music. There was a big fellow 
next to me who must have weighed 
230 pounds. He was used to pigs 
and cows and barns and cattle. 
He was a little self-conscious, with 
me sitting there. But he _ sang. 
And then the teacher told them 
simply, clearly, a bit slowly, of 
the poet, a great one in Denmark. 
They heard about his life. They 
heard some of his poems. read. 
Gili, the great Italian tenor, has 
sung there. Great men have talked 
to them. They learn. 

FOLK SCHOOLS BEGAN IN 1844 
ARE NOT EXPERIMENT 

Remember, these schools have 
been going on since 1844. They 
are not an experiment. 

Remember they are not a sys- 
tem. Each school is by itself. Each 
school is started because there 
was felt a need for it. Those for 
which there was not a need have 
not survived. They must be start- 
ed with funds raised by the one 
who wishes to start one. The state 
gives nothing until the school has 
proved itself. 

“Could we develop them in the 
south, in our great agricultural 
states?” I asked Novrup. 

“T don’t know,” he said. “I 
would be afraid of your politicians 
who might help you.” 

“But, if it could be done, if an 
experiment could be made on pri- 
vate funds?” 

“T still don’t know. You see, all 
the folk schools have been begun 
by men who wanted to give them- 
selves in service. They are not 
to make money. They are not to 
take the place of any other school. 
They are to fill in those winter 
months for the young men and the 
summer months for the young girls 
of the ages near 18. The teachers 
must have what you might call a 
passion for their work. Is that 
the word to explain it in Eng- 
lish?” 

“T think it is.” 

MUST HAVE THE URGE 
TO SERVE AS TEACHERS 


“They must have a deep, spirit- 
ual urge to serve so. And they 
must be teachers. It seemed to 
me in America that there was so 
much attention to method and not 
enough attention to the pupil. But 
I am not a critic of America. I 
like better the folk school meth- 
ods.” 

I tried to picture one in Geor- 
gia. (The illiteracy report of 1937 
for the states having the greatest 
number of farm tenants and 
share-cropper was, for the ages 10 
to 24 years of age: Georgia, 7 per 
cent; South Carolina, 18 per cent; 
Alabama, 12 per cent; Mississippi, 
11.8 per cent; Louisiana, 12.8 per 
cent; North Carolina, 9.1 per cent; 
Tennessee, 6,4 per cent.) 

The winter months come. The 
crops are laid by. There is not 
much for the young man to do. 
The city lures. There are high 
wages in the cotton mills as com- 
pared with the financial returns 
from the farm. Dissatisfaction 
comes. 

What if—at some south Georgia 
or north Georgia town, or out of 
it, preferably—there were a small 
school as a starter. One room for 
classes and lectures. A few rooms 
for the students. And there were 
gathered the young boys from the 
tenant farm who were approach- 
ing maturity? What if they could 
be kept there for three months, 
hearing each day things about 
their state, about its great men, 
about their country? 

What if they could be taught the 
traditions of their country? What 
if they could learn to know Sidney 
Lanier and Emerson and hear read 
and explained some of the plays 
of Shakespeare? What if they 
could hear read the tales of Uncle 
Remus and of other writers, south- 
ern and of the nation? What if 
they couid have explained to them 
what is going on in the. world; 
something about what the average 
politician speaks and never ex- 
plains? What if they could learn 
to appreciate something of litera- 
ture and the world about them? 
Would it not awaken them and 
send them back to the farms and 
the jobs better prepared to do 


em? 

“In America,” I said, 
many who believe that 
makes for discontent.”

“Perhaps they will go back. Is 
there education for leadership, for 
community development, for 
thinking, in teaching people, in 
developing personality. Or do 
they coddle to the richest farmers 
and let the others go? Do four 
rah! rah! years make for better 
farmers or is it better to give 
them winter training -to. make 
themselves better citizens, better 
personalities, before they are 
given the other work?” 

I could not answer. It is some- 
thing to think about, those folk 
schools and their work. We have 
our schools. It is the dream of 
the administration in Georgia to 
make the school system a better 
one. 


BUT WHAT OF BOYS 
AND GIRLS IN DIXIE? 


But what of the boys and girls 
on the average tenant and share- 
cropper farm who have had some 
schooling until they were 14 and 
then gone to work on the farm? 
What of them when winter comes? 
What of them, as they come to 
maturity, and wait through the 
long winter months. Mills call, 
the cities call where there are 
wages or relief. What about those 
who are near 20 years of age, just 
able to assimilate teaching? 

There has been much money 
spent on far less probable pla 
than this of a folk school. That 
cold day in Askov and in Ollerup 
on another day, it seemed worth 
the thought of some of our people 
who are interested in adult edu- 
cation. 

It seemed, somehow, the very 
essence of the American idea—to 
give them a chance to know—after 
they are old enough to know— 
their own country, and how to be- 
come a part of it and do the job 
one is given to do. 


Tomorrow a university professor 
tells Mr. McGill something of the 
history of Denmark and the back- 
ground of this unusual country.

THERMAL PECULIARITIES, 

Sir William Osler was once ask- 
ed to discuss with a-group of stu- 
dents the best methods of study. 
The distinguished scientist ape 
teacher described two t 
students. First, the cee sere 
who loves to see the sun rise, who 
comes to breakfast with a cheer- 
ful morning face and in hilarious 
spirits—two hours of work and a 
half-hour’s exercise before break- 
fast. Second, the student-owl with 
his saturnine morning face, thor- 
oughly unhappy, cheated by the 
wretched breakfast bell of the best 
two hours of the day for sleep, no 
appetite, and permeated with an 
upspeakable hostility to his “vis- 
a-vis,” whose morning garrulity 
= good humor are equally offen- 

ve. 

“In neither a virtue, in neither 
a fault; we must recognize these 
two types of students, differently 
constituted owing possibly— 
though I have but little evi- 
dence for the belief—to thermal 
peculiarities,” said Sir William. 

Osler told his hearers that he 
once asked Edward Martin, the 
well-known story writer, what 
time’ he ‘found best for his work. 
“Not in the evening, and never -be- 
tween meals!” was his answer.

Kenney, best known in congress 
for his advocacy of a national lot- 
tery, had attended the annual con- 
gressional dinner given by the 
New Jersey Chamber of Commerce 
last night at a hotel near the 
White House. 

He fell from the window of a 
bedroom where he had spent the 
night with a fellow guest at the 
dinner. 

Kenney’s secretary, John M. 
Stewart, said investigation indi- 
cated Kenney had arisen to dress 
and go to his office and had fallen 
while attempting to adjust a large | 
French double window. 

The secretary said the police 
homicide squad told him Harry 
Kelleher, an official of the Camp- 
bell Soup Company, Camden, N. 
J., reported he retired on one of 
the twin beds in the bedroom after 
3 a.m. and that Kenney was sleep- 
ing soundly at that time. The po- 
lice report said Kelleher was not 
aware that anything was amiss 
until he woke shortly before 8 a. 
m. and noticed the representative's 
bed empty, and his clothing, wal- 
let and watch on a chair. The 
body, clad in underclothing, was 
found by a hotel employe on a 
concrete walkway beside _ the 
building. 

During his career in congress 
Kenney introduced numerous bills 
and supported most of President 
Roosevelt’s proposals. However, 
his principal activity was in the 
interest of his bill to establish a 
federally-operated lottery. He con- 
tended the lottery would produce 
a billion dollars a year, relieve 
taxpayers and eventually retire the 
public debt. 

The house of representatives 
adjourned at 12:15 p. m. out of 
respect to Kenney. Friends of 
Mrs. Kenney informed her of the 
death at their home at Cliffside 
Park, N. J. 

To his friends in the house and 
particularly in the New Jersey del- 
egation he was known affection- 
ately as “Lottery Ed Kenney.” He 
made a thorough study of the his- 
tory of lotteries and would cite 
dates and instances in which lot- 
teries had been used to raise 
money. He collected lottery tick- 
ets from all parts of the world.

point of ethics—for such regula- 
tions will eliminate the ‘chiseler’ 
and enable business to work out 
its own future. But beyond that 
point, unnecessary regulation is 
dangerous. 

“Business ner understand, for 
instance, why there should be 
heavy taxes on undivided § sur- 
pluses. The depression taught us 
that these surpluses were neces- 
sary for emergencies, but a great 
many small businessmen cannot 
understand why there now should 
be a tax on the funds through 
which we found our only means 
of surviving the depression and 
continuing the prograss-of busi- 
ness.” 

Had. Made No. Suggestions. 

Wellhouse did not know why he 
was designated as one of 500 
small businessmen for the con- 
ferences in Washington. He had 
made no _ suggestions, he said, 
concerning conferences on the 
conduct of relations between gov- 
ernment and business. . 

The Atlanta man’s wide ex- 
perience in the business field, in- 
cluding his service as president of 
the Nationa] Paper Trades Asso- 
ciation a few years ago, and later 
chairman of the code authority for 
the industry under the NRA might 
have qualified him, he thought, 
for consideration as a typical rep- 
resentative of “small business” at 
the Washington conference. 

“Frankly, I don’t know what I 
am going to do, or say, at the 
conference. I don’t know any- 
thing about it except what I have 
read, and I have no idea as to 
what will be expected of me. 

“Feeling of Uncertainty.” 

“The small businessman feels, 
more keenly than the large cor- 
porations, the regulations that 
have been placed upon him. In a 
great many instances the large 
corporations easily may find ways 
to minimize the effects of taxes 
on undivided profits, or surpluses. 
But the smaller business is not a 
stock-selling organization and 
must be conducted along conserva- 
tive, substantial lines. He sees the 
way the large corporations are be- 
ing taxed, and he begins to won- 
der whether this, too, is going to 
happen to him. 

“Consequently, there has devel- 
oped a feeling of uncertainty as 
to the future. The small business- 
man does not feel that he can go 
along with programs of expansion, 
or even normal operation, if un- 


cripple his activities. He just does 
not know what is going to hap- 
pen next, and, in many instances, 
he abandons all initiative and de- 
termines to ‘let the future take 
care of itself.’ 

“The small businessman would 
prefer to have the government let 
business work out its own prob- 
lems. After all, business has not 
done so badly in correcting the 
abuses that have existed within its 
own ranks and with creating high 
standards for its own conduct. 

“Honest in Dealings.” 

“Most businessmen today are 
absolutely honest in their de3l- 
ings with competitors, the govern- 
ment and their employes. There 
is a small percentage, it is true, 
which does not wish to abide by 
the ethical practices of good busi- 
ness, but these ‘chiselers’ are to 
be found in every industrial and 
commercial enterprise. Business 
itself has done more to eliminate 
this undesirable element than any 
other factor. Government regula- 
tion has not done it.” 

“Do you think?” Wellhouse was 
asked, “that this conference in 
Washington will tend to create 
confidence in the mind of the 
small businessman; that he will be 
safe to go ahead with plans for 
expansion, or even for a normal 
program of business?” 

“Frankly, I don’t know, nor 
would’ I care to say one way or 
the other. It all will depend upon 
the type of regulation that is to 
be imposed on business. Just at 
présent, the small businessman is 
fearful. A great many men in 
smaller industrial and commercial 
enterprises have told me that they 
would have saved money if they 
/had ‘folded up’ in 1930, instead of 
_ trying to continue through the de- 
| pression. But they stuck, only be- 
| cause they had created surpluses 
_sufficient to keep them in opera- 
tion. 

Cites “Penalty for Saving.” 

“And now they cannot under- 
stand why these surpluses should 
be taxed. It is pretty discourag- 
ing to them to feel that the ‘sav- 
ings for a rainy day’ are to be 
taken away from them through a 
tax on undivided profits.” 

He closed the interview, in a 
suite at the Hotel Winecoff, with 
a question, which he answered 
himself: 

“Would you put away a per- 
centage of your savings in the 
bank every week if you thought 
that, sooner or later, the govern- 
ment was coming along to tell you 
that you would have to suffer a 
penalty for saving? 

“IT think that is just about how 
the small businessman, as well as 
the large one, looks at the present 
situation.”

No particular mouth wash or 
similar remedy will invariably 
correct halitosis. Perhaps the most 
effective temporary corrective for 
foul breath is a thorough rinsing 
of the mouth and gargling with a 
chlorine solution, such as sodium 
hypochlorite solution—a teaspoon- 
ful of the official solution of So- 
dium Hypochlorite to the ounce of 
water is strong enough to use as 
mouth wash. This or a weaker 
chlorine solution if this seems too 
strong, is as effective against 
onion or garlic breath as it is 
against other kinds of foul breath. 
When the odor is from particles 
of food or deposits in the mouth, 
as some investigators insist it is, 
even the odor after eating onion or 
garlic, mouthwashes are most ef- 
fective; but they can be of little 
avail if the odor is due to volatile 
substances in the air, such as par- 
aldehyde, alcohol, chloroform, 
ether acetone, creosote, guaiacol, 
all of which are excreted in part 
through the lungs. Neither can 
mouth washes prevent breath odor 
from dilated stomach, bronchiec- 
tasis, lung gangrene, empyema. 
When breath odor is due to 
heavy egoating on the tongue or 
te deposits on teeth or dentures, 
a mouth wash of equal parts of 
glycerin, lemon juice and camphor

SITTING RESPONSIBLE FOR 
EXCESS HIPLINES. 

Have you read the Travels of a 
French Fried Potato . .in your 
mouth a few minutes, on your stom- 
ach a few hours and on your hips 
the rest of your life, according to 
inside information given out by 
Health News. 

But French fried potatoes are 
a very small item when it comes 
to accounting for extra  hipline 
inches. Eating—even overeating— 
is much less likely to make us un- 
happily hippy than merely sitting. 
Figures prove that sitting can up- 
holster the hips a full inch in 12 
months. 

It is a foregone conclusion that 
the majority of us will spend the 
greatest part of our waking days 
in chairs, and activity to offset the 
ill effects of sitting depends al- 
most entirely upon a planned pro- 
gram of exercise. There need be 
no guesswork as to what is hap- 
pening to your figure. You can 
find out exactly whether you ex- 
ercise enough to balance a seden- 
tary life by comparing your bust 
and hip measurements. 

For purposes of determining 
the difference between the bust 
and the hip measurements, meas- 
ure only the hipline proper. This 
you do by passing the tape about 
the buttocks and across the front- 
al hip bones. At the most, the hip- 
line should not exceed the bust by 
more than three inches. If it does, 
you need specific exercise. 

When it comes to exercise, how- 
ever think of the hipline in terms 
of Hips, Inc., which will include 
the derriere, the hips and _ the 


thighs. Instead of dieting—which 


about Hips, Inc. Your kicking ex- 


ercises should be backwatd to firm 
and reduce the derriere; side to 
side for the thighs; and high 
kicking in any direction for fhe 
entire hip problem. 

Although you can pad the hip- 
line at the rate of one inch a year 
simply by sitting 14 hours a day, 
and it is a conservative estimate 
that we sit at least that many, 
this measurement can be reduced 
at the rate of one inch per month. 
That’s good news! And in the light 
of it, there is no reason why any- 
one should have a disproportion- 
ate hipline. 

“Begin with the following exer- 
cise: 

Position: Standing, with hands 
grasping an exercise rod or chair- 
back in front of the body. If a 
chair is used, stand about 12 inch- 
es away from it. 

Movement: Swing the left -leg 
with knee held straight in front of 
the body and over to the extreme 
left, return to floor, and perform 
exercise with right leg. 

Move farther away from the 
chair and, still using it for support, 
bring alternate legs up in a high 
backward kick. Hold the knees as 
straight as possible and concen- 
trate on free hip action. 

Place the chair at the side and 
kick sideward, from front to back 
and from back to front. Change 
sides and kick with the other leg. 
When you become really supple, 
you will be able to swing your 
foot over the back of the chair.

Reserve Board Reports. 

Reports coming to hand do not 
bear out the administration’s 
greater concern for consumer than 
for business purchasing power. In 
itg latest statement, the Federal 
Reserve Board says that the de- 
cline in production in December 
“reflected chiefly a continued 
sharp curtailment of activity in the 
durable goods industries.” - 

Further along in its report on 
business and finance, the board 
says that “the decline in the num- 
ber employ at factories was 
larger than in earlier months in 
industries producing durable 
goods, and was particularly mark- 
ed in the steel, machinery and au- 
tomobile industries. For the non~ 
durable goods industries as a 
group, the decline in December 
was about the same as in each 
of the previous three months, after 
allowance for seasonal changes. 
There was some increase in em- 
ployment at shoe factories and lit- 
tle change at plants producing to- 
bacco products, while most other 
industries in this group showed 
further decreases.” 


While this is the season when 


‘business casualties usually run 


high, the recent upturn in com- 
mercial and industrial failures 
commands attention. According. to 
the Dun & Bradstreet compila- 
tion, the number of insolvencies 
in the week ended January 20 
rose to the highest level since the 


4; week ended November 9, 1933.
